In  September,  1939,  two  Sisters  of 
Notre  Dame  were  added  to  the  teach- 
ing staff  of  Central  Catholic,  taking 
charge  of  the  Commercial  Depart- 
ment. In  1940,  increased  enrollment  de- 
manded the  services  of  a  third  Notre 
Dame  Sister  in  that  department  and 
another  for  Junior  English  and  French 
classes. 

The  Notre  Dame  Sisters  trace  their 
foundation  to  1397,  when  our  Blessed 
Mother,  dressed  in  the  habit  of  a  Sister 
of  Notre  Dame,  appeared  to  Alix  Le- 
Clerc  begging  her  to  educate  the  youth 
of  her  native  France.  On  Christmas 
Eve,  1397,  the  first  Notre  Dame  Con- 
vent was  founded  and  during  all  the 
intervening  years  the  Sisters  have  con- 
tinued their  teaching. 

Training  schools  for  the  Sisters  are 
maintained  at  Milwaukee,  Baltimore, 
and  Mankato.  From  these  centers  the 
Sisters  enter  various  institutions  of 
higher  learning  to  equip  themselves 
further  for  the  teaching  of  Catholic 
youth  throughout  the  world.

RELIGIOUS  TOPIC  SPEAKERS 

During  the  past  year  a  religious  essay  contest  was  lield  at  Central  Catliolic  at  tlie  request  of 
Bishop  Noll. 

The  purpose  of  this  contest  was  to  acquaint  the  average  student  with  some  of  the  more  fre- 
c[uently  discussed  topics  of  the  day:  that  is.  to  accjuaint  him  so  thoroughly  with  some  particular 
phase  of  religion  that  he  woidd  be  able  to  speak  on  and  defend  that  topic  in  a  controversial  dis- 
cussion. 

The  contest  was  based  upon  the  following  three  topics  given  by  His  Excellency:  Is  One  Church 
As  Good  As  Another?   ,     The  Bible     and     The  Infallibility  of  the  Pope. 

Each  Junior  and  Senior  home  room  was  given  one  of  these  three  topics.  T  he  students  then 
wrote  essays  of  from  six  hundred  to  one  thousand  words  on  the  respective  topics   given  them.

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REU6I0US  ACTIVITIES  MAKE  BETTER  CITIZENS 

The  aim  of  every  school  is  to  make  better  citizens.  Since  Isetter  Catliolics  make  better  citi- 
zens, it  is  evident  that  iF  the  school  makes  better  Catholics  it  makes  better  citizens. 

C.  C.  students  are  provided  with  many  opportunities  to  become  better  Catholics.  An  average 
of  approximately  two  hundred  boys  and  girls  attend  Mass  every  day  in  the  auditorium,  where 
a  portable  altar  has  been  placed.  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  are  special  days  for  Freshman 
and  Sophomore  attendance:  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  are  assigned  to  Junior  and  Senior  classes; 
Friday  is  general  convocation  day  for  the  whole  school,  with  about  five  hundred  regularly  re- 
ceiving Holy  Communion. 

The  priests  of  the  faculty  hear  confessions  every  \veek  for  those  ^vho  wish  to  go,  and  Father 
Gabriel,  O.M.,  Cap.,  the  spiritual  director  of  the  school,  is  in  his  oflice  every  Tuesday  to  do 
his   share   in  making  C.   C.   students   better  Catholics. 

The  annual  students  retreat  is  held  at  mid-year.  Reverend  Thomas  Brandon,  O.S,C.,  Rector 
of  Sacred  Heart  Academy,  having  conducted  the  exercises  this  year.  Very  evidently,  the  retreat 
makes  many  better  Catholics;  more  than  half  of  the  student  body  approach  the  Holy  Table  each 
day  of  the  retreat  and  practically  all  on  the  closing  day. 

Many  are  the  excellent  three-minute  talks  given  by  Father  Manoski  at  the  end  of  each  school 
day.  These  talks  on  the  Thought-for-the-Week  contain  innumerable  hints  for  our  making  better 
citizens  of  ourselves.  Not  less  helpful  are  the  talks  given  on  Friday  mornings  after  Mass  by  the 
priests  of  the  faculty  in  turn. 

Once  this  year  ^ve  were  privileged  to  hear  the  Apostle  of  the  Crossroads,  Father  Stephen 
A.  Leven,  Director  of  the  Confraternity  of  Christian  Doctrine.
